3 Madison County oificials. flew. to 
Washington, D.C., late Thursday to pro- 
test federal rule changes that would 
eliminate Madison County as a direct 
recipient of Community Development 
funds. 

The changes made by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) are slated to 
become effective October, 1985. 

Under the new regulations, the coun- 
ty would no longer qualify for the Com- 
munity Development funds. Townships 
also would lose their chance to receive 
those monies. Cities such as Madison 
and Venice would still be able to apply 
individually for Community Develop- 
ment funding, but would be thrown into 
‘competition with other municipalities 
across the state. 

Larger cities, including Granite City 
and Alton, would become entitlement 
cities, making them direct recipients of 
annual Community Development. As 
entitlement cities, the two would be 
responsible for their own grant ad- 
ministration currently handled by the

county. Counties with populations still 
exceeding 200,000, after removal of the 
entitlement cities, would remain eligi- 
ble for CD funds. Without Granite City 
and Alton, Madison County would not 
have the necessary 200,000 residents. 

The county presently has a 13 
member staff of accountants, ad- 
ministrators, rehabilitation and 
economic development specialists and 
clerical support employees to super- 
vise the county’s on-going Community 
Development programs. The county 
received) $3.4 million in funds for the 
1982-83 program year. 

Mary Kane, county director of 
administration, said she contacted 
Granite City Mayor Paul Schuler and 
Alton Mayor Paul Lenz about the situa- 
tion and received indications from both 
that they want the county to continue to 
act as their Community Development 
administrator.

Heat warnings,are reactivated 


As the temperatures began to rise 
beyond the 100-degree mark Thursday, 
the need to reopen heat relief stations 
throughout the area to aid those with 
health problems and heat stress 
became a necessity. 

This is the third heat warning this 
summer and there apparently is no 
relief in sight: Humidity reached its 
highest point on Saturday at 56 percent 


but was 45 percent at 4 p.m. Sunday. 
According to the National Weather Ser- 
vice in St. Louis, the temperatures are 
expected to continue-in the 90s through 
at least Friday. 

Efforts are being made to inform peo- 
ple how to try and stay cool in the hot 
weather. If a house does not have air 
conditioning, ‘it is suggested the 
residents go to places near their homes, 


such as shopping centers, libraries or 
other public buildings to get cool. They 
also are advised to drink plenty of non- 
alcoholic beverages. 

Wearing loose-fitting and light- 
colored clothing and using hats and um- 
brellas when in the sun are other sug- 
gestions. Persons subjected to the heat 
are being advised to eat light meals of 
cold foods and avoid ingesting too much 
salt, unless advised to do so by a doctor. 
Also, cool baths and showers help 
reduce body temperature. Heavy exer- 
tion should be avoided. 

The heat relief center in Granite City 
is at the Salvation Army, 3007 E. 23rd 
St. .and those who wish to visit the 
center are being advised to call 451-7957 
or Jim Shields at 451-7943. If there is no 
answer, persons, in need may call the 
Granite City Police Department at 877- 
6111 and officers will relay the message 
to the SA secretary, who will then open 
the facility, if warranted. 

During the last heat alert, the Salva- 
tion Army center cared for 108 people in 
a four-day span and served three meals 
a day and cold drinks to those staying at 
the center. Much of the food and 
refreshments was donated by local 
merchants. 

This time however, since some per- 
sons previously went to the center only 
for free meals and not for heat relief, 
Maxine Rudder, secretary for SA, said 
those who come for relief are to bring 
their own food or have a family or 
friend bring meals to them while stay- 
ing at the Salvation Army building.

For all three, the main 
problem in going was getting 
the necessary money. 

According to Scott, the son

Safeguards to protect 
waterway freight urged 


Despite the safeguards 
provided the waterways in- 
dustry by the Staggers Rail 
Act, the ICC has often failed 
to recognize the significance 
of those safeguards, said Ar- 
chie L. Wilson on behalf of 
the water carrirr industry 
last week at the Staggers 
Rail Act Oversight hearings 
before the Senate Subcom- 
mittee on Surface Transpor- 
tation. 

Wilson is president of Dix- 
ie Carriers, Inc., Houston, 
Tex., chairman of The 
American Waterways 
Operators, Inc., the national 
trade association represen- 
ting the barge and towing in- 
dustry and vice-chairman of 
the Water Transport 
Association, a trade associa- 
tion representing ICC- 
certified carriers on the in- 
land waterways in the 
coastwise and intercoastal 
trades and on the Great 
Lakes. 


Wilson referred to a com- , 


plaint mounted by several 
waterway users that traffic 
can be diverted for the 


waterways by manipulation - 


of rail rates. A railroad can 
charge a shipper a lower 
rate for shipping freight to 
East Coast port facilities and 
a higher rate for shipments 
to river. locations, Wilson 
contended. ‘In fact,” said 
Wilson, ‘‘this discriminatory 
pricing practice was exercis- 
ed by the railroads ‘on export 
coal rates until last summer, 
when a complaint was filed 
before the ICC on behalf of 
the waterways industry 
against the Ches: e and 
Ohio Railway and the Nor- 
folk and Western Railway. 
Caught with their hands in 
the cookie jar, the-railroads 
dropped their rates to river 
ports.” 

Since the passage of the 
Staggers Act, the ICC has

Townships hear 1-255 debate 


Interstate-255 was discussed by two 
local townships last week, with one 

. deciding to wait before making a for- 

mal decision and the other deciding not’ 

to.take a stance. 

-The Chouteau Town Board of 
‘Trustees will discuss 1-255 again at the 
Aug. 8 meeting, according to Super- 
visor Walter “Dick” Sparks, who has 
openly opposed the final proposed link 
of the interstate. 

‘Chouteau trustees voted to study the 
proposal until the next meeting to give 
“everybody a chance to thrash it out,” 
Sparks said. 

{The Nameoki Township Board, after 
hearing arguments for and against the 
Proposed 5.5-mile link, decided not to 
Oppose or favor 1-255. Although the 
board took a formal vote in deciding not 
tO take a stance, Supervisor Harry 
Briggs said he believes the proposal in- 
volves ‘legal matters” which should be 
ebnsidered by attorneys and engineers. 

2 The major concern among residents 
and trustees Monday is the possibility 
that drainage and flooding problems 
might increase if the final link of 1-255 is 
constructed. Drainage and flooding is 
one of several arguments against the 
interstate given by opposition groups. 

- ‘Larry Firkus of Save American Bot- 
toms Essential Resources, an opposi- 
tion group, previously appealed to the 
trustees to pass a resolution against I- 
255, SABER and 14 individuals have {il- 
ed a federal lawsuit to try and keep the 
state from acquiring land and construc- 
ting 1-255. 

‘Firkus said he was a bit disappointed 
that Nameoki Township didn’t vote to 
oppose 1-255, but he said he believes 
‘that public sentiment is against the 
highway. 

Tt may have seemed that Firkus had 
an advantage when he presented the op- 
position view, as tives from 
Ppro-I-255 groups didn’t show up. But 
Wilber Engelke, a local landowner, had 
harsh words for Firkus and his op- 
posiion campaign. ‘‘My purpose here 
tonight is to try to straighten out the 
half-truths. And I mean half-truths,” 
Engelke said. 

He directly addressed Firkus when 
he said that governmental entities 
shouldn't be fighting each other about I- 
255. Firkus works for the Madison 
County Soil and Water Conservation 
District, which, according to an in- 
formational handbill he handed out, ig 
against the proposed interstate. 

‘The purpose of the district is ‘‘not to 
oppose highways," Engelke said, but 


rather to deal with ‘soil and water 
samples, He further contended that the 
Madison County Farm Bureau — which 
also is listed in the handbill as opposing 
the interstate’s construction — has riot 
taken a formal stance. 

Engelke is a member of the Tri-Cities 
Area Chamber of Commerce, which 
has formally supported 1-255, and also 
is amember of the farm bureau. 

As a farmer, Engelke said he knows 
that the farmland that will be taken for 
construction of the interstate is not 
“prime”. land, as opposition groups 
claim. 2 

He said that cash value, soil composi- 
tion and productivity of the ground are 
considered when a classification is 
determined for farmland. “‘The 
farmers (who own the land) don’t pay 
taxes |on that farmland as prime 
farmland," |he argued. ‘It’s too com- 
pact to be prime.”’ 

‘About 437 acres will be taken out of 
production | for 1-255. The Illinois 
Department of Transportation claims 
that only 90 acres of that total are 
prime,’ but, according to the handbill, 
‘the Madison County soil survey shows 
that aj of the soils in the project area 
are prime.’’ 

The opinions of Engelke and Firkus 
differed on several other points as well. 
SABER has argued that -population 
figures show a steady decline in com- 
munities that will potentially be af- 
fected by 1-255, including Granite City 
where there has been a 9.5 percent 
decrease. 

Firkus also. cited a decrease in 
Alton’s population and said that enroll- 


“ment is down at Southern Illinois 


University at Edwardsville. 

Engelke countered the population 
decreg in’ those communities by 
arguing that there have been increases 
in Maryville, Collinsville and Troy, 
which also will be affected by 1-255. 

He also suggested that there would be 
trouble in widening roads, because 
environmentalists would complain if 
the rights-of-way were taken. 

SABER contends that existing road- 
ways.like Routes 157, 159, 111, 203 and 3 
should be improved before additional 
highways are built. Firkus said Monday 
that IDOT does not do an adequate job 
of maintaining those existing roads. 

But for the residents and trustees of 
Nameoki Township, the major concern 
is possible flooding caused by the new 
interstate highway. Those opposing I- 
255 argue that IDOT has not made ade- 
quate provisions for drainage along the 

final link, which has received 
appropriations of $90 million. 


Gordon Gass, a farmer. who will be 
particularly affected by 1-255, said that 
studies show the water level will in- 
crease by three inches after the in- 
terstate is complete. 

With five floods in the last year, Gass 
argued that|the water level is so high 
now. that three more inches could.be 
disastrous td the farmland. 

He said the pnly thing that has been 
promised is t#iat ditches will be dug for 
drainage andi a lift station will be con- 
structed. But Gass said that the lift sta- 
tion would only back the water up and 
wouldn't ‘offer proper controls for 
drainage. 

IDOT, he said, has turned ‘‘a deaf 
ear,” to the pleas of the people involv- 
ed. He suggested that a canal be dug to 
the river that would ensure. proper 
drainage from the highway. The canal, 
which he said studies have shown could 
be constructed for $800,000, should be 50 
feet wide all the way from the 
American Bottoms to the Mississippi 
River. 

Such a canal would control drainage, 
whereas a proposed holding pond would 
be ineffective, Gass argued. The pond 
and lift station would cost $10 million, 
he said. 

E, “Zeke” Barton, a township resi- 
dent, also argued against 1-255 because 
of potential drainage problems. ‘‘Sure 
there will be a few jobs (with 1-255 con- 
struction), but how much money is it 
going to cost us,” he questioned. Sup- 
porters of 1-255 say that construction of 
the highway will bring badly-needed 
jobs to the area. 

. Those opposing 1-255 counter that just 
as many jobs would be created by im- 
proving existing roadways. 

Barton and Trustee Helen Hawkins 
both argued that the jobs would be in- 
significant, compared to the potential 
problems. Also, there will be jobs, 
anyway, if the roadways are improved. 

“Every time it rains three or four in- 
ches, we've got pumps coming out our 
windows ‘to get rid of the water (in 
basements) ,"’ Barton said. 

He also argued that cities would suf- 
fer because 1-255 would bypass many 
communities, taking travelers away 
from, rather than through, them. 

SABER. also argues that local 
businesses will be hurt by 1-255. It has 
been argued that local businesses and 
homes will move closer to 1-255. Pro- 
ponents, however, say that zoning pro- 
cedures could eliminate a radical 
movement away from the cities. 

They also contend that 1-255 will re- 
main a limited access highway, making 
it safer and more efficient than existing 
roadways.

Precautions against Rocky . 
Mountain Spotted Fever urged 


Two deaths attributed to’ 


Rocky Mountain 
fever have been 
the Illinois Department. of 
Public Health this summer. 

A 7-year-old Madison 
County boy died May 13, and 
a 13-year-old boy from 
Whiteside County died July 
18. . 

In addition to the, two 
fatalities, nine other cases of 
the disease have. been 
reported so far this year — 
two. in Madison County, 
three in Sangamon, and one 
each in Cumberland, Grun- 
dy, Christian and William- 
son Counties. 

According to William L. 
Kempiners, director of the 
Illinois Department of 
Public Health, ‘Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever is a 
serious disease that is 
transmitted to humans by 
ticks which have fed on in- 
fected wild animals, such as 
rabbits, mice, chipmunks or 
squirrels.’ 

‘Symptoms, which usually 
develop three to 14 days 
after the bite of an infected 
tick, include sudden onset of 
muscle aches, 
headache and irritation of 
the eyes. Patients usually 
develop a rash on the hands, 
feet, arms and legs about 
three days after’ the sym- 
poms begin. Prompt medical 
attention is essential and it is 
important that the patient 
tell the physician about any 
recent tick bites. Certain an- 
tibiotics are very effective in 
treating Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever. 

Persons planning to spend 
time this summer camping 
or hiking in areas that might 
be tick-infested can lessen 
the risk of contracting Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever by 


spotted 
to 


wearing long-sleeved 
clothing that fits tightly 
around the writst and 
trousers that fit tightly 
around the ankles; wearing 
high boots, leggings or socks 
outside trouser legs; \wear- 
ing a head covering and us- 
ing liberal amounts of tick 
repellent. 

Any of the commonly 
available. insect’. repellents 
which contain éither 
diethyltoluamide or dimet- 
nylphthalate are effective 
against ticks. The label 
should be checked to deter- 
mine whether the insect 
repellent is an effective tick 
repellent. 

Campers, hikers and out- 
door workers. should check 
their bodies and clothing 
several times each day for 
the presence of ticks 
Children should be examined 
every three to four hours, 
especially around the scalp 
and back of the neck. Ticks 
seldom attach at once and 
rarely transmit infection un- 
til they have been attahed 
for several hours. 

A tick should be removed 
from the body with a pair of 
tweeaers, or with a piece of 


paper held between the 


fingers, by Bently flipping 
the tick on its back, using its 
head as a fulcrum. Either of 
these methods of removal is 
preferable to using a lighted 
cigarette or hot match. 
Similar precautions should 
be used when removing ticks 
from pets. 

Do not squash the tick; ifit 
is infected, this could spread 
the disease. The best way to 
dispose of a tick is to flush it 
down the toilet or burn it in 
the campfire. 

Anyone handling a tick 
should wash his or her hands 


thoroughly with soap and 
water. The wound should be 
cleansed with abundant 
amounts of soap and water. 
Any of the common skin an- 
tiseptic solutions should then 
be applied to the tick wound. 
All tick. bites . should be 
cleansed and treated, as 
there is no way to distinguish 
the bite of an infected tick 
from a non-infected one. 

Kempiner asked that 
physicians throughout Il- 
linois ,report all cases of 
Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever to ‘the local or state 
health department. 

Last year in Illinois, 15 
cases of the disease oc- 
curred, and two died. In 1981, 
there were 14 cases and no 
deaths.

“Heat stress can cause 

al and mental 
changes. These changes are 
warning signs that your body 
is in danger. Most people feel 
hot and uncomfortable dur- 
ing the hot weather, and may 
notice a lack of energy or 
loss of appetite: These are 
mild signs and, unless they 
last a long time, there is no 
need to be alarmed.” 

Ditector Blaser said the 
more serious signs include 
dizziness, rapid heartbeat, 
diarrhea, nausea, throbbing 
headache, dry skin (no 
sweating), chest pain, great 
weakness, mental changes, 
breathing problems, 
vomiting and cramps. 

“Individuals expressing 
such symptoms need to call 
a doctor or seek medical 
help,” she said. 


State budget altered, 
could face new cuts 


Governor James R. 
‘Thompson has acted on eight 
appropriation bills to fund 
the bulk of the state’s budget 
for fiscal 1984, The bills in- 
corporate the tax package 
approved by’ the General 
Assembly in the final days of 
the législature’s. spring ses- 
sion. 

Using item and reduction 
vetoes, he reduced the bills 
by $180 million, $16 million of 
that in general revenue 
funds. That reduction level 
includes cuts already made 
in a. Department of 
Traneportation| reappropria- 
tion. 

The total contained in 
these nine bills as approved 
by the governor is $15.53 
_ billion, with $8.63 billion in 

general revenue funds. 

There still remains three 
other appropriation bills to 
be acted on. As sent to the 
governor by the Gerieral 
Assembly, they contained 
$462 million, with $19 million 
in general revenue funds. 

Thompson said, ‘This 
budget is one that will allow 
us to meet the obligations Il- 
linois faces, including the 
needs of the poor, those 
needing education, children 
needing protection, 

“However, we must watch 

carefully in these coming 
months to determine 
whether the budget level can 
be supported by the 
revenues we receive,” the 
governor said. 
- “The fiscal condition will 
remain tight and there is 
very little margin for error. 
If revenues do not come in at 
the level estimated by 
General Assembly leaders 
when. approving these ap- 
propriations, I will have no 
choice but to propose actions 
to bring the budget into 
balance: 

“Without the tax increases 
‘that were passed in this ses- 
sion, we would now be forced 
to set adrift poor people who 
at this time have nowhere, 
else to turn but the state. We 
would be sowing the seeds of 
illiteracy throigh a slow 
dismantling of our education 
system 

“We could not meet the 
other obligations this state 
has to its people. And our 
roads would seriously, and 
quickly, deteriorate. 

“By taking the courageous 
stand that they took, 
legislators who voted for the 
tax. package have continued 
vital services. And while 
taxes will go up at the state 
level, those most in need of 
tax relief — including the 
poor and homeowners — will 
receive help.”" 

Elementary ana_secon- 
dary schools across the state 
would receive $2.15 billion in 
general revenue funds, up 
$249 million or 13.1 percent, 
over initially proposed 
fiscal budget. This will

A plea for a minimum 20- 
year sentence was asked by 
defense counsel, James 
Radcliffe of Belleville. 

Concurrent terms of 60 
years for murder, 45 years 
for armed robbery and 14 
years for burglary was 
ordered by the judge. 

Wilson. has prior convic- 
tions on a federal charge of 
dealing in firearms without a 
license and a state charge of 
unlawful use of a weapon, his 
attorney said, and added 
that those are not violent of- 
fenses. 

During the trial, evidence 
was introduced that an ac- 
complice not yet charged in 
the case actually shot Rook 
in the head. The victim, his 
wife and three other people 
in the house were forced to 
the floor of the bedroom of 
Rook’s apartment. 

Both Wilson and Radcliffe 
said they would seek an ap- 


peal. 

Judge Ferguson denied a 
motion for a new trial and 
declined to overturn the jury 
verdict, which the defense 
alleges was_based on a 
witness giving false 
testimony.

Madison County residents 
who ¢an't pay delinquent 
mobile home privilege tax 
bills should contact the coun- 
ty treasurer's office to set up 
a payment plan. 

Assistant State's Attorney 
Sam Xanders told Nameoki 
Township residents and of- 
ficials last week that county 
officials are willing (0 help 
residents socked with delin- 
quent taxes, some for as far 
back as 10 years. 

Nameoki Township of- 
ficials were concerned about 
residents on fixed incomes, 
Particularly senior citizens, 
who wouldn't be able to pay 
the delinquent bills. But 
Xanders_reassured the of- 
ficials and five residents who 
came to the special meeting 
that “there is no hard and 
fast rule,’* for establishing 

\payment plans. 

Each case is being con- 
sidered separately, he and 
Madison County Treasurer 
Michael ‘‘Mick” Henkhaus 
have said. Xanders is in 
charge of collecting the 
delinquent taxes. . 

Xanders explained that 
residents age 65 and older 
who receive social security 
or disability are eligible for a 
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County will work out arrangements with: 
those who can't pay mobile home taxes 


20 percent credit on taxes by 
simply filling out a state- 
ment. Ferms will be 
available at the Nameoki 
Township office. 

“Take any credit you can 
get. I strongly encourage 
you to," Xanders told the 
residents. 

The tax credit can be pro- 
rated back to the time the 
resident turned 65 or other- 
wise became eligible, he 
said. 

For others, however, the 
county also is willing to work 
out an agreement, Xanders 
said, after Supervisor Harry 
Briggs mentioned the large 
number of unémployed 
residents in the township.

The proposal by officers, 
relayed through the commit- 
tee chairman, sought to 
‘change pay periods to the 
15th and 30th of each month, 
Currently, police depart- 
ment, members get paid 
twice-monthly on the 7th and 
22nd. 


No precise explanation for 
requesting the pay period 
change was offered at the 
meeting, either by Police 
Chief Farris Smith, nor by 
Sgt. Joseph Meehan, who 
was in the audience, and the 
proposal served only to 
Spark an irate response from 
Mayor Echols. ‘We are not 
changing it ever again,” he 
stated. ‘What difference 
does it make if you get paid 
on the 7th and 22nd or the 
15th and the 30? Tell me 
why?,”’ he asked. 

“Pm not going to carry 
Roseann (Roseann Koelker, 
comptroller) through that 
mess again (changing 
payroll dates). 

“We've done it before, it 
used to be. on the 15th and the 
30th and I can’t see what dif- 
ference it makes, as long as 
you get paid twice a month.

Coordinated help for 
young parents sought 


Improving services by 
identifying areas of concern 
is the goal of last week's 
report by the Governor's 
Task Force on Children. A 
key element involves helping 
teenage parents with state 
programs. 

The report, entitled 
“Investment in an Indepen- 
dent Future: An agenda for 
Children and Youth,” was 
submitted by a 20-member 
panel named in 1982 to study 
children’s services and ways 
they can be expanded within 


- the financial resources of the 


state. 
“We've presented our 


recommendations in a series - 


of six steps for state govern- 
ment and a time frame for 
each initiative," said Task 
Force Co-Chairman Judy 
Block. ‘‘It is our hope that 
this report will further coor- 
dinate and increase the 
visibility of state services.”’ 

The Task Force said aid 
for parents of young families 
and for school dropouts 
should be stressed 


Programs such as Parents: 


‘Too Soon, announced earlier 
this year, are considered 
first steps to combine the 
work of several state agen- 
cies and local governments 
to provide assistance to 
pregnant teenagers. 

Other steps the panel urg- 
ed the state government to 
take include: 

1. Developing a plan to im- 
prove mental health services 
for children, a step that 
would be made by -the 
Department of Mental 
Health and Developmental 
Disabilities. 

2. Recommending that the 
Illinois Commission on 
Children develop a plan that 
will coordinate the use of 
state resources. to support 
community-based services. 

3. Providing continued 
care in Illinois for children 
living away from home in 
foster homes, group homes, 
residential homes or schools 
and correctional or detention 
facilities. In addition, the 
Task Force called for a 
statewide plan for special 
education services as well as 
further identifying agency 
service and funding respon- 
sibilities. 

4. Recommeniiing that the 
Juvenile Division of the 
Department of Corrections 
work to pinpoint resources 
aimed at preventing 
violence to youths and by 
youths in Ilinois. 

5. Establishing an Office of 
Children and Youth within 
the executive branch of, 
government, and ad- 
ministrative arm that would 
be responsible for develop- 
ing a state plan for services 


to children and youth and 
would coordinate an annual 
conference on child care 


issues. 
The Task Force worked 
closely with members of the 
Children’s Policy Research 
Project at the University of 
Chicago, which released a 
report last week called 
“Children and the State,” 
the second in a series of 
research reports on Illinois 
children. 


Renewal time 
for farm leases 


August is a good time for 
tenants and landlords to 


review and renew their farm 
lease agreements. 

Sept. 1 is the automatic 
renewal date for written 
leases with a six-month 
notice period on.a March 1 
lease year. September is 
also the automatic renewal 
time for unwritten year-to— 
year leases on a Jan. 1 calen- 
dar year basis. 

Illinois law provides for a 
four-month minimum notice 
prior to the end of the cur- 
rent lease year to terminate 
oral or writen fapm leases. 

If the lease year begins 
March 1 on an oral lease, a 
notice must be given before 
Nov. 1. 

Apart from legal notice 
periods, August is a good 
time to review all farm lease 
agreements. 

If a change in tenants is re- 
quired, now is the best time 
to give the required notice 
and to work out final settle- 
ment arrangements. The 
outgoing tenant will have 
more time to find other land 
and the landowners will have 
more time to find another 
operator. 

Agreements on any fall 
farming operations, fall 
wheat seeding) and reim- 
bursement payment should 
also be worked out before 
they become a 
misunderstanding. 

This may be a good time to 
consider putting your 1983 
lease agreement in writing.

John’s Mercy Medical 
Center in St. Louis, where he 
is recovering from burns 
received last week when a 
hot water line ruptured in a 
manhole where he was work- 
ing on the campus of 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville. 

Richardson reportedly 

_ Feceived second and third 
degree burns over 80 percent 
of his body. He is an 
employee of France 
Mechanical Corp. of Ed- 
wardsville, which has a con- 
tract to repair water lines 
and manhole facilities at the 
university. 

Richardson and' another 
France employee, Jack 
Llewellyn of Wood River, 
were working at a manhole 
near the service road bet- 
ween the new Multipurpose 
Building and the parking lot 


west of Classroom. Building 
Ill. An investigation of the 
cause of the rupture was 
begun as soon as the water 
line had cooled down. The in- 
vestigation was continuing 
late last week.

GC unemployment 
climbs to 21.1% 


The employment news for 
June was dismal, according 
to the Illinois Department of 
Labor's preliminary mon- 
thly report received Satur- 
day 

Granite City’s unemploy- 
ment rose from 18.3 percent 
in May to 21.2 percent in 
June's preliminary figures, 
accerding to Velda 
Gerstenecker of the 
research and analysis divi- 
sion of the Bureau of 
Employment Security. 

“Employment sector 
weakness, coupled with ex- 
pected seasonal unemploy- 
ment, recorded a significant 
upturn in the rate of 
unemployment,” she said in 
her report. 

The June rate in Granite 
City far surpasses ‘the 
unemployment rate in other 
area cities. Alton reported 
unemployment of 18.1 per- 
cent, Alton 17 percent and 
East St. Louis 14.1 percent, 
or seven percent lower than 
Granite City’s. 

The overall _ unemploy- 
ment rate for Madison Coun- 
ty rose from 13.5 percent in 
May to 15 percent in June, 
the montly report shows 
Highest among the counties 
in the St. Louis Standard 
Metropolitan Statistical 


Area (SMSA) was Calhoun 
County with unemployment 
of 20.5 percent, followed by 
Jersey County at 17.3 per- 
cent, Madison County's 15 
percent, Bond County with 
14.4 percent, St. Clair County 
at 13.4, Clinton County with 
12.1 and Monroe County at 
10.4 percent unemployment 
Unemployment in the seven- 
county area averaged 13.9 
percent in June’s 
preliminary figures, a rise 
from 12.6 percent in May. 

The report shows that the 
overall labor force 
(employed and unemployed) 
rose. from 19,925 in May to 
20,425 in June while the 
number actively employed 
declined slightly, from 16,300 
persons to 16,100. The 
number unemployed, 
therefore, rose from 3,650 
persons in May to 4,325 in 
June. 

In Madison County, the 
work force increased from 
126,725 to 127,457 and the 
number without jobs climb- 
ed from 17,150 in May to 
19,125 in June. 

Statewide, unemployment 
climbed from 11.8 percent to 
12.7 percent as 719,000 were 
unemployed from)a 
workforce of 5,640,000 per- 
sons.
